Unless otherwise provided, the
appropriations herein made shall be available during said fiscal year and for a period of one month
thereafter for expenditures applicable to said fiscal year. Unless otherwise provided, at the
expiration of said one-month period, al unexpended balances shdl lapse into the State Treasury or
to the credit of trust, dedicated or non-State funds as applicable, except those balances held by
encumbrances on file as of June 30, 2009 with the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting or held by pre-encumbrances on file as of June 30, 2009 as determined by the Director
of the Division of Budget and Accounting. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting
shall provide the Legidative Budget and Finance Officer with alisting of al pre-encumbrances
outstanding as of July 31, 2009 together with an explanation of their status. Nothing contained in
this section or in this act shall be construed to prohibit the payment due upon any encumbrance or
pre-encumbrance made under any appropriation contained in any appropriation act of the previous
year or years. Furthermore, balances held by pre-encumbrances as of June 30, 2008 are available
for payments applicableto fiscal year 2008 as determined by the Director of the Division of Budget
and Accounting. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall provide the
L egidative Budget and Finance Officer with alisting of all pre-encumbrances outstanding as of July
31, 2008 together with an explanation of their status. On or before December 1, 2008, the State
Treasurer, in accordance with the provisions of section 37 of article 3 of P.L.1944, c.112
(C.52:27B-46), shall transmit to the Legislature the Annual Financial Report of the State of New
Jersey for thefisca year ending June 30, 2008, depicting the financia condition of the State and the

results of operation for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2008.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, municipa appropriations for
“Reserve for Tax Appeals’ may be made in exception to spending limitations pursuant to section
3 of P.L.1976, .68 (C.40A:4-45.3).

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, any qudified municipality,
as defined in section 1 of P.L.1978, c.14 (C.52:27D-178) for the previous fisca year, shall
continue to be a qualified municipality thereunder during the current fiscal year.

Municipalitiesthat received Municipa Revitaization Program aid in fiscal year 1995 pursuant to the
provisions of P.L.1994, c.67 shall continue to be subject to the provisions of the “Specia
Municipa Aid Act,” P.L.1987, ¢.75 (C.52:27D-118.24 et seq.), and the Director of the Division
of Local Government Services may withhold aid payments or portions thereof from any
municipaity that failsto comply with those provisions, until such time as the director determines
the municipality to bein compliance.

Of the amount appropriated hereinabove for the Special Municipal Aid Act program, an amount not
to exceed 4% is dlocated for administrative costs for the purpose of monitoring and auditing the
municipalities participating in the program, subject to the approva of the Director of the Division
of Budget and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of P.L.2002, c.43 as amended (C.52:27BBB-1 et seg.) to the
contrary, any municipality receiving State Aid provided through the“ Special Municipal Aid Act,”

Special Municipal Aid Act and subject to entering into an agreement with the Department of
Community Affairsto provide, among other things, for financial oversight, and subject to an audit
by the State Comptroller to be initiated within six months of receipt of such State aid. Every
Memorandum of Understanding executed by the Local Finance Board and a municipality under
the Specia Municipa Aid program shall contain a disclosure of al contracts, including the
amounts paid to date to such contractors.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, from the amount received
from the appropriation to the Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid program, each
municipaity shall be required to distribute to each fire district within its boundaries the amount
received by thefire ditrict from the Supplementary Aid for Fire Services program pursuant to the
provisions of the fiscal year 1995 annual appropriations act, P.L..1994, c.67.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the amount hereinabove
appropriated for Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid shall be distributed in the same
amounts, and to the same municipalities which received funding pursuant to the previous fiscal
year’ sannua appropriations act, provided further, however, that from the amount hereinabove
appropriated thereis transferred to the Energy Tax Receipts Property Tax Relief Fund account
such sums as were determined for fiscal year 2003, fiscal year 2006, fiscal year 2007, fiscal year
2008, and fiscal year 2009 pursuant to subsection e. of section 2 of P.L.1997, c.167
(C.52:27D-439) as amended by P.L.1999, ¢.168; and except that, using the Department of Labor
and Workforce Development New Jersey 2006 Municipal Population estimates, the amount
received by municipalities below 10,000 in population shall be reduced by 25% , and the amount
received by municipalities above 10,000 in population shall be reduced by 2.42%, provided
further, however, that asaresult of the above aid reduction calculation for such municipdities, an
additional amount shall be provided to any municipality below 10,000 in population to ensure that

Of the amount hereinabove appropriated for the Sharing Available Resources Efficiently Program,
an amount may be used to provide technica support programsto assist local unitsin applying for
grants or aid for studying shared services as authorized by P.L.2007, ¢.63 (C.40A:65-30 et al.),
subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, whenever funds appropriated
as State Aid and payable to any municipality, which municipality requests and receives the
approvd of the Local Finance Board, such funds may be pledged as a guarantee for payment of
principal and interest on any bond anticipation notes issued pursuant to section 11 of P.L.2003,
¢.15 (C.40A:2-8.1) and any tax anticipation notes issued pursuant to N.J.S.40A:4-64 by such
municipality. Such funds, if so pledged, shall be made available by the State Treasurer upon
recei pt of awritten notification by the Director of the Division of Local Government Services that
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the municipality does not have sufficient funds available for prompt payment of principa and
interest on such notes, and shall be paid by the State Treasurer directly to the holders of such notes
at such time and in such amounts as specified by the Director, notwithstanding that payment of

such funds does not coincide with any date for payment otherwise fixed by law.

The State Treasurer, in consultation with the Commissioner of the Department of Community

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 14 of P.L.1977, ¢.193 (C.18A:46-19.8) for the purpose
of computing Nonpublic Handicapped Aid for pupils requiring the following services, the per
pupil amounts for the 2008-2009 school year shall be: $1,326.17 for an initial evaluation or
reevaluation for examination and classification; $380 for an annua review for examination and
classification; $930 for speech correction; and $826 for supplementary instruction services,
provided however, that the commissioner may adjust the per pupil amounts based upon the
nonpublic pupil population and the need for services.

subsequent to the enactment of the appropriations act, provided that sufficient funds are available
in the appropriations for that department.

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 8 of P.L.1996, ¢.138 (C.18A:7F-8), the June 22nd school
aid payment is subject to the approval of the State Treasurer.

From the amounts hereinabove appropriated, such sumsas are required to satisfy delayed June 2008
school aid payments are appropriated and the State Treasurer is hereby authorized to make such
payment in July 2008.
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Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, any school district receiving
afinal judgment or order against the State to assume the fiscal responsibility for the residential
placement of aspecial education student shall have the amount of thejudgment or order deducted
from the State aid to be allocated to that district.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the Commissioner of
Education may withhold State aid payments to a school district that has not submitted in final
form the data elements requested for inclusion in a Statewide data warehouse within 60 days of
the department’ sinitia request or its request for additional information, whichever islater.

In the event sufficient balances are not available in the “ School District Deficit Relief Account” for
amounts recommended by the Commissioner of Education to the State Treasurer for advance
State Aid payments in accordance with P.L.2006, ¢.15 (C.18A:7A-58 et seq.), the Director of
the Division of Budget and Accounting is authorized to transfer such sums as required from
available balancesin State Aid accounts.

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 5 of P.L.1996, ¢.138 (C.18A:7F-5), where the 2008-09
District State Aid Profile differsfrom adistrict’ s State Aid amounts payabl e in the December 12,
2007 report of the commissioner, the 2008-09 District State Aid Profile shall govern the State
Aid amounts payable to the district, except as otherwise provided in P.L.2007, c¢.260.

Notwithstanding the provisions of “ The State Facilities Education Act of 1979,” P.L.1979, ¢.207
(C.18A:7B-1 et a.) and section 24 of P.L.1996, ¢.138 (C.18A:7F-24), or any law or regulation
to the contrary, the amount of Department of Education State aid appropriations made available
to the Department of Human Services, the Department of Children and Families, the Department
of Corrections or the Juvenile Justice Commission pursuant to P.L.1979, ¢.207 (C.18A:7B-1 et
al.) to defray the costs of educating eligible children in approved facilities under contract with
the applicable department shall be made at annua rate and payment schedule adopted by the
Commissioner of Education and the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, tuition for pupils under
contract for services at the Marie H. Katzenbach School for the Deaf, the Commission for the
Blind and Visualy Impaired, or in aregiona day school operated by or under contract with the
Department of Human Services or the Department of Children and Families shall be withheld
from State Aid and paid to the respective department.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, as a condition of payment
of amounts hereinabove appropriated for State Aid, districts that meet the eligibility criteriafor
Educationa Adequacy Aid pursuant to the provisionsof subsection b. of section 16 of P.L.2007,
€.260 (C.18A:7F-58), shall berequired to raise aloca levy in the budget year in an amount that

equa sthelesser of the applicable required percentage increase and the amount necessary to meet
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adequacy.

The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting may transfer from one appropriations
account for the Department of Education in the Property Tax Relief Fund to another account in
the same department and fund such funds as are necessary to effect the intent of the provisions
of the appropriations act governing the alocation of State Aid to local school districts, provided
that sufficient funds are available in the appropriations for that department.

the receipts in excess of the amount anticipated, not to exceed $764,000, are appropriated. If
receiptsto that fund are less than anticipated, the appropriation shall be reduced proportionately.

Receipts derived from the agency surcharge on vehicle rental's pursuant to section 54 of P.L.2002,
c.34 (C.App.A:9-78), not to exceed $4,722,000, are appropriated for the Medical Emergency
Disaster Preparednessfor Bioterrorism program and shall be deposited into a dedicated account,
the expenditure of which shall be subject to the approva of the Director of the Division of
Budget and Accounting.

In order to permit flexibility in the handling of the various appropriations for anti--tobacco initiative
accounts hereinabove, funds may be transferred to and from the following items of
appropriations. School Based Programs and Y outh Anti-Smoking, and Anti-Smoking Programs.
Such transfers are subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting. Notice thereof shall be provided to the Legidative Budget and Finance Officer on
the effective date of the approved transfer.

In order to permit flexibility in the handling of appropriations and ensure the timely payment of

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, a sufficient portion of

receipts generated or savings realized in the Medical Services for the Aged or Pharmaceutical
Assistance to the Aged and Disabled Grants-In-Aid accounts from initiatives included in the
current fiscal year appropriations act may be transferred to administration accounts to fund costs
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incurred in realizing these additional receipts or savings, subject to the approva of the Director
of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Such sums as may be necessary are appropriated from enhanced audit recoveries obtained by the
Department of Health and Senior Servicesto fund the costs of enhanced audit recovery efforts of
the Department within the Medical Services for the Aged program classification, subject to the
approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

The amounts hereinabove appropriated for paymentsfor the Pharmaceutical Assistanceto the Aged
and Disabled program, P.L.1975, ¢.194 (C.30:4D-20 et seq.), and the Senior Gold Prescription
Discount Program, P.L.2001, c.96 (C.30:4D-43 et seq.), are available for the payment of
obligations applicable to prior fiscal years.

Benefits provided under the Pharmaceutical Assistanceto the Aged and Disabled (PAAD) program,
P.L.1975, ¢.194 (C.30:4D-20 et seq.), and the Senior Gold Prescription Discount Program,
P.L.2001, c.96 (C.30:4D-43 et seq.), shall be the last resource benefits, notwithstanding any
provisions contained in contracts, wills, agreements, or other instruments. Any provisionin a
contract of insurance, will, trust agreement, or other instrument which reduces or excludes
coverage or payment to an individual because of that individual’s eligibility for, or receipt of,
PAAD or Senior Gold Prescription Discount Program benefits shall be void, and no PAAD and
Senior Gold Prescription Discount Program payments shall be made as a result of any such
provision.

Of the amount hereinabove appropriated in the Pharmaceutical Assistance to the Aged and
Disabled-Claims program, notwithstanding the provisions of section 3 of P.L.1975, c.194
(C.30:4D-22) to the contrary, the copayment in the Pharmaceutical Assistance to the Aged and
Disabled program shall be $6.00 for generic drugs and $7.00 for brand name drugs.

through the Department of Human Services, providing for the payment of rebates to the State.
Furthermore, rebates from pharmaceutical manufacturing companies for prescriptions purchased

Medicare Part D coverage except under the following conditions: (a) reimbursement for the cost
of single source brand name legend drugs and non-legend drugs shall be on the basis of Average
Wholesal e Price less a 15% discount and reimbursement for the cost of multisource generic drugs
shall be in accordance with the federa Deficit Reduction Act of 2005 upon final adoption of
regulations by the Department of Health and Human Services; (b) the current prescription drug
dispensing fee structure set as avariable rate of $3.73 to $3.99 shdl remain in effect through the
current fiscal year, including the current increments for impact alowances, as determined by
revised qualifying requirements, and alowances for 24-hour emergency services, and (C)
multisource generic and single source brand name drugs shall be dispensed without prior
authorization but multisource brand name drugs shall require prior authorization issued by the
Department of Health and Senior Services or its authorizing agent, however, a 10-day supply of
the multisource brand name drug shall be dispensed pending receipt of prior authorization.
Certain multisource brand name drugswith anarrow therapeutic index, other drugs recommended
by the Drug Utilization Review Board, or brand name drugs with alower cost per unit than the
generic may be excluded from prior authorization by the Department of Health and Senior
Services. Further, not later than April 1, 2009 the State Treasurer in consultation with the
Commissioner of Health and Senior Services shall review whether the utilization of generic
pharmaceuti cal sexceedsthelevel anticipated and the effect of such enhanced utilization of generic
drugs on disbursements from these accounts, net of manufacturers rebates and adjusted for
utilization shifts resulting from patent expirations or other one time factors, and to the extent

requiresuse of mail order. The mail-order program may waive, discount, or rebate the beneficiary
copayment and mail-order pharmacy providers may dispense up to a 90-day supply on
prescription refills with the voluntary participation of the beneficiary, subject to the approval of
the Commissioner of Health and Senior Services and the Director of the Division of Budget and

Accounting.

At any point during the year, and notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the

contrary, subject to the approval of a plan by the Commissioner of Health and Senior Services,
no funds appropriated for the Pharmaceutical Assistance to the Aged and Disabled (PAAD)
program, pursuant to P.L.1975, ¢.194 (C.30:4D-20 et seq.), or the Senior Gold Prescription
Discount Program, pursuant to P.L.2001, ¢.96 (C.30:4D-43 et seq.), shall be expended, when
PAAD or Senior Gold is the primary payer, unless participating pharmaceutical manufacturing
companies execute contracts with the Department of Health and Senior Services, through the
Department of Human Services. Name brand manufacturers must provide for the payment of
rebates to the State on the same basis as provided for in section 1927 (&) through (c) of the federd
Socia Security Act, 42 U.S.C. s.1396r-8(a)-(c). Generic manufacturers shall be required to
provide rebates equal to 15.1% of the Average Manufacturer's Price for al drugs, with the
exception that any branded generic pharmaceutical shall generate rebates on the same basis as
provided for in section 1927 (a) through (c) of the federal Socia Security Act, 42 U.S.C.
s.1396r-8(a)-(C).

From the amount hereinabove appropriated for the Senior Gold Prescription Discount Program, an

amount not to exceed $3,850,000 may be transferred to various accounts as required, including
Direct State Services accounts, subject to the approva of the Director of the Division of Budget

and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, and subject to the notice
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provisions of 42 CFR 447.205, for ratesimplemented on or after July 1, 2000, target occupancy
asdetermined pursuant to N.J.A.C.8:85-3.16 shall not apply to those facilities receiving enhanced
rates of reimbursement pursuant to N.J.A.C.8:85-2.21.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, effective January 1, 2005,
no payment for Medicaid Adult or Pediatric Medical Day Care services, as hereinabove
appropriated in the Medical Day Care Services account, shall be provided unlessthe services are
prior authorized by professiond staff designated by the Department of Health and Senior Services.

From the amount hereinabove appropriated for Payments for Medical Assistance
Recipients-Nursing Homes, the Commissioner of Health and Senior Services shall increase the
reasonablenesslimit for total nursing care up to 120% of the median costsin the Medicaid nursing
home rate-setting system during the current fiscal year.

Such sumsas may be necessary, not to exceed $70,840,000, for paymentsfor the Lifeline Credit and
Tenants' Lifeline Assistance programs, may be credited from the Energy Assistance program
account in the Board of Public Utilities to the Lifeline program account and shall be applied in
accordance with a Memorandum of Understanding between the President of the Board of Public
Utilities and the Commissioner of Health and Senior Services, subject to the approval of the
Director of the Division of Budgeting and Accounting.

Such sums as may be necessary are appropriated from the General Fund for the payment of
increased nursing home ratesto reflect the costs incurred due to the payment of a nursing home
provider assessment, pursuant to the “Nursing Home Quality of Care Improvement Fund Act,”
P.L.2003, ¢.105 (C.26:2H-92 et seq.) and P.L.2004, c.41, subject to the approval of the Director
of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the amount hereinabove
appropriated for Medical Day Care Servicesis conditioned upon rate increases for the nursing
home provider assessment not being included in the caculation of the Adult/Pediatric Day Care
payment rates.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the amounts hereinabove
appropriated for the Pharmaceutical Assistanceto the Aged and Pharmaceutical Assistanceto the
Aged and Disabled (PAA/D) programs are conditioned upon the Department of Health and Senior
Services coordinating the benefits of the PAA/D programs with the prescription drug benefits of
the federal Medicare Prescription Drug, Improvement, and Modernization Act of 2003 as the
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primary payer dueto the current federal prohibition against State automatic enrollment of PAA/D
recipients in the new federal program. The PAA/D benefit and reimbursement shall only be
available to cover the beneficiary cost share to in-network pharmacies and for deductible and
coverage gap costs (as determined by the Commissioner of Health and Senior Services) associated
with enrollment in Medicare Part D for beneficiaries of the PAA/D and Senior Gold Prescription

Discount programs, and for Medicare Part D premium costs for PAA/D beneficiaries.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, effective January 1, 2006,

no funds appropriated in the Pharmaceutical Assistanceto the Aged or Pharmaceutical Assistance
to the Aged and Disabled (PAA/D) programs and Senior Gold Prescription Discount Program
accounts shall be available as payment as a PAA/D or Senior Gold Prescription Discount
Program benefit to any pharmacy that is not enrolled as a participating pharmacy in a pharmacy
network under Medicare Part D.

Consistent with the requirements of the federal "Medicare Prescription Drug, |mprovement, and

Modernization Act of 2003" and the current federa prohibition against State automatic enrollment
of Pharmaceutical Assistance to the Aged and Pharmaceutical Assistance to the Aged and
Disabled (PAA/D) program and Senior Gold Prescription Discount Program recipients, no funds
hereinabove appropriated to the PAA/D or Senior Gold accounts shall be expended for any
individual unless the individual enrolled in the PAA/D program or Senior Gold Prescription
Discount Program provides all data necessary to enroll the individual in Medicare Part D,
including data required for the subsidy assistance, as outlined by the Centers for Medicare and
Medicaid Services.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the amount hereinabove

appropriated for the Pharmaceutical Assistance to the Aged, Pharmaceutical Assistance to the
Aged and Disabled, and Senior Gold Prescription Discount programs shall be conditioned upon
thefollowing provision: no funds shall be appropriated for the refilling of aprescription drug until

such time as the original prescription is 85% finished.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, in order to maximize

prescription drug coverage under M edicare Part D, the Pharmaceutical Assistanceto the Aged and
Disabled (PAAD) program shall be designated the authorized representative for the purposes of
coordinating benefits with Medicare Part D, including enrollment and appeals of coverage
determinations.

through the Demonstration Adult Day Care Center Program - Alzheimer’ s Disease may receive
servicesif appropriate medical documentation is provided to the Department of Health and Senior
Servicesto justify those expenditures. A medical day services provider that is providing services
through the Demonstration Adult Day Care Center Program - Alzheimer’s Disease shall be
reimbursed at not less than 85% of the free-standing Adult Day Medical Medicaid day rate. A
socia day services provider that is providing services through the program shall be reimbursed
at not less than 70% of the free-standing Adult Day Medical Medicaid day rate. A medica or
socid day services provider that is providing services through the program shall not be subject to
the 25% matching requirement set forth in section 3 of P.L.1988, c.114 (C.26:2M-11) or the
requirement to submit acost proposal to the Department of Health and Senior Services as set forth
inN.JA.C.8:92-3.2.

appropriated to the University of Medicine and Dentistry of New Jersey arefirst charged to the

Notwithstanding the provisions of R.S.30:4-78, or any law or regulation to the contrary, during the

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, and subject to federa
approva, the Commissioner of Human Servicesis authorized to devel op and introduce Optional
Service Plan Innovations to enhance client choice for users of Medicaid optiona services, while
containing expenditures.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, and subject to the notice
provisions of 42 CFR 447.205, of the amount hereinabove appropriated for Payments for
Medica Assistance Recipients-Adult Mental Health Residential, persona care assistant services
shall be limited to no more than 25 hours per week, per recipient.

The Division of Medical Assistance and Health Services, subject to federal approval, shall
implement policies that would limit the ability of persons who have the financia ability to
provide for their own long-term care needs to manipulate current Medicaid rules to avoid
payment for that care.

enhanced payments from the Medicaid program for providing services to Medicaid and NJ
FamilyCarebeneficiaries. Thetotal paymentsshall not exceed the amount appropriated and shall
be allocated among hospitals proportionately based on the amount of HRSF payments (excluding
any adjustmentsto the HRSF for other Medicaid payment increases). Interim payments shall be
made from the Hospital Relief Offset Payment account, based on an estimate of the total
enhanced amount payableto a qualifying hospital, and subject to cost settlement. The enhanced
payment, determined at cost settlement, shall be an amount approved by the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting per Medicaid patient day, adjusted by a volume variance
factor (the ratio of expected Medicaid inpatient days to actual Medicaid inpatient days for the
rate year) and an HRSF factor (the ratio of the hospital’s HRSF payments to total HRSF
payments) and subject to a pro rata adjustment so that the total enhanced per diem amounts are
equivaent to the total State and federal funds appropriated not to exceed an amount to be
approved by the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

qualify for aHospital Relief Subsidy Fund payment the State Medicaid program shall reimburse
those hospitals Graduate Medical Education outpatient payments up to the amount the hospital
would have received under Medicare principles of reimbursement for Medicaid and NJ
FamilyCare fee-for-service beneficiaries.

reimbursement for the cost of single source brand name legend and non-legend drugs shall be on
the basis of Average Wholesale Price less a 15% discount and reimbursement for the cost of
multisource generic drugs shall bein accordance with the federal Deficit Reduction Act of 2005
upon fina adoption of regulations by the Department of Health and Human Services; (b) the
current prescription drug dispensing fee structure set as a variable rate of $3.73 to $3.99 shall
remain in effect through the current fiscal year, including the current increments for impact
allowances as determined by revised qualifying requirements and allowances for 24-hour
emergency services; and (¢) multisource generic and single source brand name drugs shall be
dispensed without prior authorization but multisource brand name drugs shall require prior
authorization issued by the Division of Medical Assistance and Health Servicesor itsauthorizing
agent; however, a 10-day supply of the multisource brand name drug shall be dispensed pending
receipt of prior authorization. Certain multi-source brand name drugs with anarrow therapeutic
index, other drugs recommended by the Drug Utilization Board or brand name drugs with lower
cost per unit than the generic, may be excluded from prior authorization by the Division of
Medica Assistance and Hedlth Services. Further, not later than April 1, 2009 the State Treasurer
in consultation with the Commissioner of Human Services shall review whether the utilization
of generic pharmaceuticals exceeds the level anticipated and the effect of such enhanced
utilization of generic drugs on disbursements from these accounts, net of manufacturers rebates
and adjusted for utilization shifts resulting from patent expirations or other one time factors, and
to the extent possible within the limits of the funds appropriated and federal regulations herein
above shall modify the average wholesale price discount rate to not less than 12.5%, the upper
limit of the prescription drug dispensing fee structure to not greater than $4.07, or both,
retroactive to July 1, 2008.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, and subject to the notice

provisions of 42 CFR 447.205, approved nutritional supplementswhich are funded hereinabove
in the Payments for Medica Assistance Recipients-Prescription Drugs account shall be
reimbursed in accordance with a fee schedule set by the Director of the Division of Medical
Assistance and Health Services.

No funding shall be provided from the General Assistance Medica Services or NJ FamilyCare

programs for anti-retrovira drugsfor thetreatment of HIV/AIDS, asspecified in the Department
of Health and Senior Services formulary for the AIDS Drugs Distribution Program (ADDP).

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the appropriation in the

General Assistance Medical Services account hereinabove shall be conditioned upon the
following provisions which shall apply to the dispensing of prescription drugs through that
account: (@) all Maximum Allowable Cost (MAC) drugs dispensed shall state “Brand Medicaly
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Necessary” in the prescriber’s own handwriting if the prescriber determines that it is necessary
to override generic substitution of drugs; and (b) each prescription order shall follow the
requirements of P.L.1977, ¢.240 (C.24:6E-1 et seq.). Thelist of drugs substituted shall conform
to al requirements pertaining to drug substitution and federal upper limitsfor MAC drugs as
administered by the State Medicaid Program.

Such sums as may be necessary are appropriated from enhanced audit recoveries obtained by the
Division of Medical Assistance and Health Servicesto fund the costs of enhanced audit recovery
efforts of the division within the General Medical Services program classification, subject to the
approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the appropriationsin the
Payments for Medical Assistance Recipients-Prescription Drugs, General Assistance Medical
Services, and NJ FamilyCare accounts shall be conditioned upon the following provision: each
prescription order for protein nutritional supplements and specialized infant formulas dispensed
shall befilled with the generic equivalent unless the prescription order states “Brand Medically
Necessary” in the prescriber’s own handwriting.

Of theamount herei nabove appropriated for Paymentsfor Medical A ssistance Reci pients-Outpatient
Hospital, an amount not to exceed $1,900,000 is alocated for limited prenatal medical care for
New Jersey pregnant women who, except for financial requirements, arenot igiblefor any other
State or federa health insurance program.

Of the amount hereinabove appropriated for Payments for Medical Assistance Recipients-Clinic
Services, an amount not to exceed $1,900,000 is alocated for limited prenatal medical care
provided by clinics, or inthe case of radiology and clinical laboratory servicesordered by aclinic,
for New Jersey pregnant women who, except for financia requirements, are not eligible for any
other State or federal health insurance program.

Division of Budget and Accounting.

Non-contracted hospitals providing emergency services to Medicaid or NJ FamilyCare members
enrolled in the managed care program shall accept, as payment in full, the amounts that the
non-contracted hospital would receive from Medicaid for the emergency services and/or any
related hospitalization if the beneficiary were enrolled in Medicaid fee-for-service.

Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (b) of N.J.A.C.10:60-5.3 and subsection (a) of
N.J.A.C.10:60-5.4 to the contrary, aperson recei ving the maximum number of Early and Periodic
Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment/Private Duty Nursing (EPSDT/PDN) services, that is, 16
hoursin any 24-hour period, may be authorized to receive additional PDN hoursif private health
insurance is available to cover the cost of the additional hours and appropriate medical
documentation is provided that indicates that additional PDN hours are required and that the
primary caregiver is not qualified to provide the additional PDN hours.

Additional federa Title XIX revenue generated from the claiming of family planning services
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payments on behaf of individuals enrolled in the Medicaid managed care program is
appropriated, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

TheDivisionof Medical Assistanceand Health Services(DMAHS), in coordination with the county
welfare agencies, shal continue a program to outstation eligibility workersin disproportionate
share hospitals and federally qualified health centers.

The amount hereinabove appropriated for Payments for Medical Assistance Recipients-Other
Services, NJ FamilyCare, and NJ KidCare may be used to pay financial rewardsto individuas
or entitieswho report instances of health care-related fraud and/or abuse involving the programs
administered by DMAHS (including, but not limited to, the New Jersey Medicaid and NJ
FamilyCare programs), or the Pharmaceutical Assistance to the Aged and Disabled (PAAD) or
Work First New Jersey General Public Assistance programs. Rewards may be paid only when
the reportsresult in arecovery by DMAHS, and only if other conditions established by DMAHS
are met, and shall be limited to 10% of the recovery or $1,000, whichever is less.
Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, but subject to any
necessary federal approva and/or changein federal law, receipt of such rewards shall not affect
an applicant’ sindividual financia digibility for the programs administered by DMAHS, or for
PAAD or Work First New Jersey General Public Assistance programs.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, commencing at the

increase over 2007 average residential property taxes as calculated by the Division of Local
Government Services. If such amunicipality has not entered an agreement for shared police
services with another municipality or government agency, notified the State Treasurer in writing
of such agreement, and provided an executed copy of such agreement to the Treasurer by
December 15, 2008, such municipality shall be deemed to have entered into a cost sharing
agreement effective July 1, 2008 with the State Treasurer as provided in this paragraph.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, none of the monies

appropriated to the Division of State Police or the Department of Law and Public Safety shall
be used for providing police protection to the inhabitants of rural sections pursuant to R.S.53:2-1
in a municipality in which such services were not provided in FY2007-08 unless that
municipdity entersinto a cost sharing agreement with the State Treasurer to provide the full cost
of the Division of State Police for providing such services. Any amount received in accordance
with the conditions hereto shall be collected by the State Treasurer and shall be deposited into
a dedicated fund within the Division of State Police and are appropriated for State Police

operations.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, a municipality that enters

into a cost sharing agreement with the State Treasurer may use monies from any grant-in-aid or
State Aid appropriated pursuant to this act to meet the local share of providing such services;
provided, that this paragraph shall not be construed to authorize useof constitutionally dedicated
monies, bond monies, or federal funds in a manner or for a purpose inconsistent with the

Constitution or federal law.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, municipal appropriations

made pursuant to a cost sharing agreement with the State Treasurer shall be included in the

municipality’s final appropriations upon which its permissible expenditures are calculated
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pursuant to section 2 of P.L.1976, .68 (C.40A:4-45.2). Notwithstanding the provisions of
section 10 of P.L.2007, c.62 (C.40A:4-45.45) to the contrary, amounts required by a
municipality to be raised to pay for the cost of police services pursuant to a cost sharing
agreement, as described hereinabove, shall be treated as an exclusion that shall be added to the
calculation of the municipa adjusted tax levy.

Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions regarding cost sharing agreements or any law to the
contrary, if the Superintendent of the Division of State Police, in consultation with the Attorney
General, determines that public safety requires that police protection be provided to the
inhabitants of rural sections pursuant to R.S.53:2-1 despite the fact that a municipality as
described above has not entered into a cost sharing agreement with the State Treasurer, monies
appropriated to the Division of State Police and the Department of Law and Public Safety may
be used for providing such police protection and the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accountingisauthorized towithhold State Aid paymentsto such municipalitiesand transfer such
amounts to the Division of State Police.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, municipalities shall not be
allowed to apply for Extraordinary Aid for any expenses related to a cost-sharing agreement for
rural policing.

In addition to the amount hereinabove appropriated for the Drunk Driver Fund Program, there is

appropriated $612,000 from the Motor V ehicle Commission for the Drunk Driver Fund Program.
In addition to the amount hereinabove appropriated for Gaming Enforcement, there are appropriated

from the Casino Control Fund such additional sumsasmay be required for gaming enforcement,

subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, funds obtained through
seizure, forfeiture, or abandonment pursuant to any federal or State statutory or common law and

Student Assistance Authority, the State Treasurer is authorized to transfer from any available
moniesin any fund of the Treasury of the State to the credit of any fund of the authority such
sums as the State Treasurer deems necessary. Any sums so transferred shall be returned to the
same fund of the Treasury of the State by the State Treasurer from the proceeds of the sale of the

first issue of authority bonds or other authority obligations.

In furtherance of the "Higher Education Student Assistance Authority Law," P.L.1999, c.46

(C.18A:71A-1 et seq.), in the event of a draw upon a debt service reserve surety bond or any
other debt service reserve cash equivaent instrument or any insufficiency of such instruments
to pay debt service on the bonds issued by the Higher Education Student Assistance Authority,
there are appropriated to the Higher Education Student Assistance Authority such sums as are
necessary to repay the issuer of such surety bond or such other cash equivalent instrument for
such draw or to satisfy such insufficiency, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division
of Budget and Accounting.

necessary to satisfy al fiscal year 2009 debt service, bond reserve requirements, and other fisca
obligations of the New Jersey Transportation Trust Fund Authority.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the department may expend
necessary sums for improvements to streets and roads providing access to State facilities within
the capital city without local participation.

Receipts representing the State share from the rental or lease of property, and the unexpended

balances at the end of the preceding fiscal year of such receipts are appropriated for maintenance

R.S.34:15-1 et seq. is available for the payment of direct costs of legal, investigative,
administrative and medical services related to the investigation, mitigation, litigation and
administration of claims against the fund, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division
of Budget and Accounting.

In addition to the sums hereinabove appropriated for Fuel and Utilities, the Director of the Division

Notwithstanding the provisions of any State law or regulation to the contrary, no State agency shall

accept or expend federal funds except as appropriated by the Legisiature or otherwise provided

in this act.

In addition to the federal funds appropriated in this act, there are appropriated the following federal

funds, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting:
emergency disaster aid funds including grants for preventive measures, pass-through grantsto
political subdivisions of the State over which the State is not permitted to exercise discretion in
the use or distribution of the funds and for which no State matching funds are required; the first
25% of unanticipated grant awards, and up to 25% of increasesin previously anticipated grant
awards for which no State matching funds are required except, for the purpose of this section,
federal funds received by one executive agency that are ultimately expended by another executive
agency shall not be considered pass-through grants; federal financial aid funds for students
attending post-secondary educational ingtitutions in excess of the amount specifically
appropriated, and any such grants intended to prevent threats to homeland security up to 100%
of previoudy anticipated or unanticipated grant award amountsfor which no State matching funds
arerequired, provided however, that the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall
notify the L egidative Budget and Finance Officer of such grants; and all other grants of $500,000

or less which have been awarded competitively.

For the purposes of federal funds appropriations, “political subdivisions of the State’” means

counties, municipalities, school districts, or agencies thereof, regional, county or municipal
authorities, or districts other than interstate authorities or districts; “discretion” refers to any
action in which an agency may determine either the amount of funds to be allocated or the
recipient of the allocation; and “grants’ refers to one-time, or time limited awards, which are
received pursuant to submission of a grant application in competition with other grant

applications.

The unexpended baances at the end of the preceding fiscal year of federal funds are appropriated

for the same purposes. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall inform the
Legidative Budget and FinanceOfficer by November 1, 2008 of any unexpended balances which

are continued.

The appropriate executive agencies shall prepare and submit to the Senate Budget and

Appropriations Committee and the Assembly Appropriations Committee, or their successors, by

March 1, 2009, reports on proposed expenditures during the current fiscal year for the following
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federal programs: the alcohol, drug abuse and mental health block grant; the education block
grant; the community services block grant; the jobs training partnership block grant; the low
income energy assistance block grant; the maternal and child health block grant; the preventive
health and health services block grant; the small cities block grant; the socia servicesblock grant;
and the child care block grant. These reports shall account for all federal, State and local funds
which are anticipated to be expended on block grant programs, shall provide an accounting of
block grant expenditures during the prior fiscal year, and shall provide a detailed list of contracts

awarded to provide services under the block grants.

Out of the appropriations herein, the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting is

empowered to approve paymentsto liquidate any unrecorded liabilities for materials delivered or
servicesrendered in prior fiscal years, upon thewritten recommendations of any department head
or the department head’ s designated representative. The Director of the Division of Budget and

Accounting shall reject any recommendations for payment which the Director deems improper.

The sum herein appropriated to the Department of Transportation for the Hudson-Bergen Light Rail

Transit System is hereby appropriated, to the extent necessary, to pay the principal of and interest
on the grant anticipation notes issued by the New Jersey Transit Corporation.

In order to permit flexibility in the handling of appropriations and ensure the timely payment of

claimsto providers of medica services, amounts may betransferred to and from the variousitems
of appropriationwithin the GeneraMedical Servicesprogram classification, and within thefedera
matching funding, in the Division of Medical Assistance and Health Services in the Department
of Human Services, and within the Medical Services for the Aged program classification, and
within the federal matching funding, in the Division of Senior Services in the Department of
Health and Senior Services, subject to the approval of the Director of theDivision of Budget and
Accounting. Notice thereof shall be provided to the Legidlative Budget and Finance Officer on
the effective date of the approved transfer.

Notwithstanding the provisions of any law, regulation or Executive Order to the contrary, any

purchase by the State or by a State agency or local government unit of equipment, goods or
services related to homeland security and domestic preparedness, that is paid for or reimbursed
by federal funds awarded by the U.S. Department of Homeland Security or other federa agency,
appropriated in the current fiscal year,may be made through the receipt of public bids or asan
aternative to public bidding and subject to the provisions of this paragraph, through direct
purchase without advertising for bids or rejecting bids aready received but not awarded. The
equipment, goodsor services purchased by aloca government unit shall bereferred toin the grant
agreement issued by the State administrative agency administering such funds and shall be
authorized by resolution of the governing body of thelocal government unit entering into the grant
agreement. Such resolution may, without subsequent action of the local governing body,
simultaneously accept the grant from the State administrative agency, authorize the insertion of
the revenue and offsetting appropriation in the budget of thelocal government unit, and authorize
the contracting agent of the local government unit to procure the equipment, goods or services. A
copy of such resolution shall be filedwith the chief financial officer of the local government unit,
the State Administrative agency and the Division of Local Government Servicesin the Department
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of Community Affairs. Purchases made without public bidding shall be from vendors that shall
either (1) be holders of acurrent State contract for the equipment, goods or services sought, or (2)
be participating in afederal procurement program established by afedera department or agency,
or (3) have been approved by the State Treasurer in consultation with the New Jersey Domestic
Security Preparedness Task Force. All homeland security purchases herein shall continue to be
subject to all grant requirementsand conditions approved by the State administrative agency. The
Director of the Division of Purchase and Propertymay enter into or participate in purchasing
agreements with one or more other states, or political subdivisions or compact agencies thereof,
for the purchase of such equipment, goods or services, using monies appropriated under this act,
to meet the domestic preparedness and homeland security needs of this State. Such purchasing
agreement may provide for the sharing of costs and the methods of payments relating to such
purchases. Furthermore, a county government awarding a contract for Homeland Security
equipment, goods or services, may, with the approval of the vendor, extend the terms and
conditions of the contract to any other county government that wants to purchase under that
contract, subject to notice and documentation requirementsissued by the Director of the Division
of Local Government Services.

Of the amounts appropriated for Income Maintenance M anagement, amounts may be transferred to
the various departments in accordance with the Division of Family Development’ s agreements,
subject to the approva of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting. Any
unobligated balances remaining from funds transferred to the departments shall be transferred
back to the Division of Family Devel opment subject to the approval of the Director of the Division
of Budget and Accounting.

Of the amounts hereinabove appropriated for Community Provider Cost of Living Adjustment,
amounts may be transferred to other divisions within the Department of Human Servicesin order
to provide acost of living adjustment to community care providers contracting with the various

divisions, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

7. There are appropriated, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting, from interest earnings of the various bond funds such sums as may be necessary for the
State to comply with the federa "Tax Reform Act of 1986," Pub.L.99-514 (26 U.S.C. s.1 et seq.),
which requiresissuers of tax-exempt debt obligationsto rebate any arbitrage earnings to the federa

government.

8. There are gppropriated from the General Fund, subject to the approval of the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting, such sums as are necessary to pay interest, at the average rate
of earnings during thefiscal year from the State's general investments, to those bond fundsthat have
borrowed money from the General Fund or other bond funds and that have insufficient resourcesto

accrue and pay the interest expense on such borrowing.

9. Inaddition to the amounts appropriated hereinabove, such additional sumsas may be necessary
are appropriated to fund the costs of the collection of debts, taxes and other fees and charges owed
to the State, including but not limited to the services of auditors and attorneys and enhanced
compliance programs, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and

Accounting.

10. Thereisappropriated $11,600,000 from the Legal Services Trust Fund established pursuant
to section 6 of P.L.1996, ¢.52 (C.22A:2-51), for transfer to the General Fund as State revenue to
fund the following programs. $8,000,000 for Lega Services of New Jersey grant, $3,000,000 for
ten additional judgeshipsin the Judiciary, and $600,000 for Clinical Legal Programs for the Poor
a the Rutgers-Camden Law School, the Rutgers-Newark Law School and Seton Hall Law Schooal.
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11. The unexpended balances at the end of the preceding fiscal year in the accounts of the severd
departments and agencies heretofore appropriated or established in the category of Additions,
Improvements and Equipment are appropriated, subject to the approval of the Director of the

Division of Budget and Accounting.

12. The unexpended balances at the end of the preceding fiscal year in the Capital Construction

accounts for all departments and agencies are appropriated.

13. Unless otherwise provided, unexpended balances at the end of the preceding fiscal year in

accounts of appropriations enacted subsequent to April 1, 2008 are appropriated.

14. The unexpended balances at the end of the preceding fiscal year in accounts that are funded by
Interfund Transfers are appropriated, subject to the approva of the Director of the Division of
Budget and Accounting.

15. Notwithstanding any provisionsin this act or the provisions of any law or regulation to the
contrary, no unexpended baances at the end of the preceding fiscal year are appropriated without
the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting, except that the Legidlative
Branch of State government shall be exempt from this provision. The Director of the Division of
Budget and Accounting shall notify the Legidative Budget and Finance Officer of those instances

in which unexpended balances are not appropriated pursuant to this section.

16. The administrative costs of the Special Education Medicaid Initiative (SEMI) and the
Medicaid Administrative Claiming (MAC) program, including the participation of a consultant, are
appropriated and shall be paid from the revenue received, subject to the approva of the Director of

the Division of Budget and Accounting.

17. Thefollowing transfer of appropriations rules are in effect for the current fiscal year:

a. To permit flexihility in the handling of appropriations, any department or agency that receives
an appropriation by law, may, subject to the provisions of this section, or unless otherwise provided
inthisact, apply to the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting for permission to transfer
funds from one item of appropriation to a different item of appropriation. For the purposes of this
section, "item of appropriation” means the spending authority identified by an organization code,
appropriation source, and program code, unique to theitem. If the director consentsto the transfer,
the amount transferred shall be credited by the director to the designated item of appropriation and
notice thereof shall be provided to the Legidative Budget and Finance Officer on the effective date
of the approved transfer. However, the director, after consenting thereto, shall submit the following
transfer requests to the Legidative Budget and Finance Officer for legidative approva or
disapprova unless otherwise provided in this act:

(1) Requests for the transfer of State and other nonfederal funds, in amounts greater than
$300,000, to or from any item of appropriation;
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(2) Requestsfor thetransfer of State and other nonfederal funds, in amounts greater than $50,000,
to or from any Specia Purpose account, as defined by major object 5, or Grant account, as defined
by major object 6, within an item of appropriation, from or to a different item of appropriation;

(3) Requestsfor thetransfer of State and other nonfederal funds, in amounts greater than $50,000,
to or from any Special Purpose or Grant account in which the identifying organization code,
appropriation source, and program code, remain the same, provided that the transfer would effect
achange in the legidative intent of the appropriations;

(4) Requests for the transfer of State funds, in amounts greater than $50,000, between items of
appropriation in different departments or between items of appropriation in different appropriation
classifications herein entitlted as Direct State Services, Grants-In-Aid, State Aid, Capital
Construction and Debt Service;

(5) Requests for the transfer of federal funds, in amounts greater than $300,000, from one item
of appropriation to another item of appropriation, if the amount of the transfer to an item in
combination with the amount of the appropriation to that item would result in an amount in excess
of the appropriation authority for that item, as defined by the program class;

(6) Requests for such other transfers as are appropriate in order to ensure compliance with the
legidlative intent of this act.

b. The Joint Budget Oversight Committee or its successor may review al transfer requests
submitted for legidative approval and may direct the Legisative Budget and Finance Officer to
approve or disapprove any such transfer request. Transfers submitted for legislative approval
pursuant to paragraph (4) of subsection a. of this section shall be made only if approved by the
L egidative Budget and Finance Officer at the direction of the committee.

c. The Legidative Budget and Finance Officer shall approve or disapprove requests for the
transfer of funds submitted for legidative approva within 10 working days of the physical receipt
thereof and shall return them to the director. If any provision of this act or any supplement thereto
requires the Legislative Budget and Finance Officer to approve or disapprove requests for the
transfer of funds, the request shal be deemed to be approved by the L egidative Budget and Finance
Officer if, within 20 working days of the physical receipt of the request, he has not disapproved the
request and so notified the requesting officer. However, this time period shall not pertain to any
transfer request under review by the Joint Budget Oversight Committee or its successor, provided
notice of such review has been given to the director.

d. No amount appropriated for any capital improvement shall be used for any temporary purpose
except extraordinary snow removal or extraordinary transportation maintenance subject to the
approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting. However, an amount from any
appropriation for an item of capital improvement may be transferred to any other item of capital
improvement subject to the approval of the director, and, if in an amount greater than $300,000,
subject to the approval of the Legidative Budget and Finance Officer.

e. The provisions of subsections a. through d. of this section shall not apply to appropriations
made to the Legidative or Judicial branches of State government. To permit flexibility in the
handling of these appropriations, amounts may be transferred to and from the various items of

appropriation by the appropriate officer or designee with notification given to the director on the
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effective date thereof.

f. Notwithstanding any provisions of this section to the contrary, transfersto and from the Specia
Purpose appropriation to the Governor for emergency or necessity under the Other Inter-
Departmental Accounts program classification and transfers from the appropriations to the various
accounts in the category of Salary Increases and Other Benefits, both in the Interdepartmental

Accounts, shall not be subject to legidative approval or disapproval.

18. TheDirector of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall make such correction of thetitle,
text or account number of an appropriation necessary to make such appropriation available in
accordance with legidativeintent. Such correction shall be by written ruling, reciting in appropriate
detail the facts thereof, and reasons therefore, attested by the signature of the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting and filed in the Division of Budget and Accounting of the
Department of the Treasury as an official record thereof, and any action thereunder, including
disbursement and the audit thereof, shall be legally binding and of full force and virtue. An officia
copy of each such written ruling shall be transmitted to the L egidative Budget and Finance Officer,
upon the effective date of the ruling.

19. The Legidative Budget and Finance Officer with the cooperation and assistance of the
Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting is authorized to adjust this appropriations bill
to reflect any reorgani zations which have been implemented since the presentation of the Governor's

Budget Recommendation Document that was proposed for this fiscal year.

20. None of the funds appropriated to the Executive Branch of State government for Information
Processing, Development, Telecommunications, and Related Services and Equipment shall be
available to pay for any of these services or equipment without the review of the Office of
Information Technology, and compliance with statewide policies and standards and an approved
department Information Technology Strategic Plan; authorization and approval by the Office of
Information Technology is required for expenditure of amounts in excess of $2,500, as currently
specified by Circular Letter 07-14-OMB/OIT.

21. If the sum provided in this act for a State aid payment pursuant to formulais insufficient to
meet the full requirements of the formula, all recipients of State aid shall have their alocation
proportionately reduced, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and

Accounting.

22. When the duties or responsibilities of any department or branch, except for the Legislature
and any of its agencies, are transferred to any other department or branch, it shal be the duty of the
Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting and the director is hereby empowered to transfer
funds appropriated for the maintenance and operation of any such department or branch to such
department or branch as shall be charged with the responsibility of administering the functions so
transferred. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall have the authority to
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create such new accounts as may be necessary to carry out the intent of the transfer. Information
copies of such transfers shal be transmitted to the L egidative Budget and Finance Officer upon the
effective date thereof. If such transfers may be required among appropriations made to the
Legidature and its agencies, the L egidative Budget and Finance Officer, subject to the approval of
the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the General Assembly, is hereby empowered and it
shall be that officer's duty to effect such transactions hereinabove described and to notify the

Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting upon the effective date thereof.

23. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting is empowered and it shall be the
director's duty in the disbursement of funds for payment of expenses classified as salary increases
and other benefits, employee benefits, debt service, rent, telephone, data processing, motor pool,
insurance, travel, postage, lease payments on equipment purchases, additions, improvements and
equipment, and compensation awards to credit or transfer to the Department of the Treasury, to an
Inter-Departmental account, or to the General Fund, as applicable, from any other department,
branch or non-State fund source out of funds appropriated or credited thereto, such sums as may be
required to cover the costs of such payment attributable to such other department, branch or
non-State fund source, or to reimburse the Department of the Treasury, an Inter-Departmental
account, or the General Fund for reductions made representing statewide savings in the above
expense classifications, as the director shall determine. Receipts in any non-State funds are

appropriated for the purpose of such transfer.

24. The Governor is empowered to direct the State Treasurer to transfer from any State
department to any other State department such sums as may be necessary for the cost of any
emergency occasioned by aggression, civil disturbance, sabotage, or disaster. 1n addition, there are
appropriated such additional sums as may be necessary for emergency repairs and reconstruction
of State facilities or property, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting and the Joint Budget Oversight Committee. Appropriationsreferred to the Joint Budget
Oversight Committee shall be deemed approved unless aresolution of disapproval isadopted within
10 working days of receipt of notification of the proposed appropriation.

25. Upon request of any department receiving non-State funds, the Director of the Division of
Budget and Accounting is empowered to transfer such funds from that department to other

departments as may be charged with the responsibility for the expenditure thereof.

26. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting is empowered to transfer or credit
appropriations to any State agency for services provided, or to be provided, by that agency to any
other agency or department; provided further, however, that funds have been appropriated or

alocated to such agency or department for the purpose of purchasing these services.

27. Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, should appropriations in the Property Tax Relief
Fund exceed available revenues, the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting is authorized
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totransfer General Fund unreserved, undesignated fund balancesinto the Property Tax Relief Fund,
providing unreserved, undesignated fund balances are available from the General Fund, as

determined by the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

28. Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, should appropriationsin the Casino Revenue Fund
exceed available revenues, the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting is authorized to
transfer General Fund unreserved, undesignated fund balances into the Casino Revenue Fund,
providing unreserved, undesignated fund balances are available from the General Fund, as

determined by the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

29. No funds shall be expended by any State Department in the Executive Branch in connection
with a contract for the production of films, videotapes, video conferences, video-assisted training
or multi-media projects that include video images unless the New Jersey Public Broadcasting
Authority (PBA) has the opportunity to match any successful bid as part of any formal or informal
contract award process. Thisis not arequirement to award a contract to PBA since the decision to

award a contract may also be based on non-cost considerations.

30. Notwithstanding the provisions of P.L.1954, ¢.48 (C.52:34-6 et seg.), sums appropriated for
services for the various State departments and agencies may be expended for the purchase of
contract servicesfrom the New Jersey Marine Sciences Consortium asif it were a State government
agency pursuant to subsection (a) of section 5 of P.L.1954, ¢.48 (C.52:34-10).

31. Out of the amounts hereinabove appropriated, the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting is empowered to approve paymentsto liquidate any unrecorded liabilities for materials
delivered or services rendered in prior fiscal years, upon the written recommendation of any
department head, or the department head's designated representative. The Director of the Division
of Budget and Accounting shall reject any recommendations for payment which the director deems

improper.

32. Whenever any county, municipaity, school district or apolitical subdivision thereof withholds
funds from a State agency, or causes a State agency to make payment on behaf of a county,
municipality, school district or a political subdivision thereof, then the Director of the Division of
Budget and Accounting may withhold State aid payments and transfer the sameas payment for such

funds, as the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall determine.

33. TheDirector of the Division of Budget and Accounting is empowered to establish revolving
and dedicated funds as required. Notice of the establishment of such funds shall be transmitted to
the Legislative Budget and Finance Officer, upon the effective date thereof.

34. TheDirector of the Division of Budget and Accounting may, upon application therefore, allot

from appropriations made to any officia, department, commission or board, a sum to establish a
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petty cash fund for the payment of expenses under rules and regulations established by the director.
Allotments thus made by the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall be paid to
such person as shall be designated as the custodian thereof by the official, department, commission
or board making a request therefore, and the money thus allotted shall be disbursed by such
custodian who shall require areceipt thereforefrom all persons obtaining money fromthefund. The

director shall make regulations governing disbursement from petty cash funds.

35. From appropriations to the various departments of State government, the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting is empowered to transfer sums sufficient to pay any obligation

due and owing in any other department or agency.

36. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, the State Treasurer
may transfer from any fund in the State Treasurer's custody, deposited with the State Treasurer
pursuant to law, sufficient sums to enable payments from any appropriation made herein for any
obligations due and owing. Any such transfer shall be restored out of the taxes or other revenue
received in the Treasury in support of this act. Except for transfers from the severa funds
established pursuant to statutes that provide for interest earningsto accrue to those funds, all such
transfers shal be without interest. If the statute provides for interest earnings, it shall be calculated
a the average rate of earnings during the fiscal year from the State's general investments and such
sums as are necessary shall be appropriated, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division
of Budget and Accounting.

37. Any quaifying State aid appropriation, or part thereof, made from the General Fund may be
transferred and recorded as an appropriation from the Property Tax Relief Fund, as deemed
necessary by the State Treasurer, in order that the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting
may warrant the necessary payments, provided however, that the avail able unreserved, undesignated
fund balance in the Property Tax Relief Fund, as determined by the State Treasurer, is sufficient to

support the expenditure.

38. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this act, the State Treasurer, upon warrant of the
Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting, shall pay any claim not exceeding $4,000 out
of any appropriations made to the several departments, provided such claim is recommended for
payment by the head of such department. The Legisative Budget and Finance Officer shall be
notified of the amount and description of any such claim at the time such payment ismade. Any
claimant who has presented a clam not exceeding $4,000, which has been denied or not
recommended by the head of such department, shall be precluded from presenting said claim to the

Legidature for consideration.

39. Unless atherwise provided, federal grant and project receipts representing reimbursement for
agency and central support services, indirect and administrative costs, as determined by the Director
of the Division of Budget and Accounting, shall be transmitted to the Department of the Treasury
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for credit to the Genera Fund; provided however, that a portion of the indirect and administrative
cost recoveries received which are in excess of the amount anticipated may be reclassified into a
dedicated account and returned to State departments and agencies, as determined by the Director of
the Division of Budget and Accounting, who shall notify the L egidative Budget and Finance Officer
of the amount of such funds returned, the departments or agencies receiving such funds and the
purpose for which such funds will be used, within 10 working days of any such transaction. Such
receipts shall be forwarded to the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting upon

completion of the project or at the end of the fiscal year, whichever occurs earlier.

40. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, each local school
district that participates in the Specia Education Medicaid Initiative (SEMI) shall receive a
percentage of the federa revenue realized for current year claims. The percentage share shall be
17.5% of claims approved by the State by June 30.

41. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, each local school
digtrict that participates in the Medicaid Administrative Claiming (MAC) initiative shall receive a
percentage of the federa revenue realized for current year claims. The percentage share shall be
17.5% of claims approved by the State by June 30.

42. Notwithstanding the provisions of P.L.1943, ¢.188 (C.52:14-17.1 et seq.), the rate of
reimbursement for mileage allowed for employees traveling by personal automobile on officia

business shall be $.31 per mile.

43. State agencies shall prepare and submit a copy of their agency or departmental budget
requests for the next ensuing fiscal year by October 1 of this fiscal year to the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting. In addition, State agencies shal prepare and submit a copy of
their spending plans involving al State, federal and other non-State funds to the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting and the Legidative Budget and Finance Officer by November
1, and updated spending planson February 1 and May 1 of thisfiscal year. The spending plansshall
account for any changesin departmental spending which differ from this appropriations act and all
supplements to thisact. The spending plans shall be submitted on forms specified by the Director

of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

44. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall provide the L egidative Budget
and Finance Officer with copies of al BB-4s, Application for Non-State funds, and accompanying
project proposals or grant applications, which require a State match and that may commit or require
State support after the grant's expiration.

45. In order to provide effective cash flow management for revenues and expenditures of the
Genera Fund and the Property Tax Relief Fund in the implementation of thisannua appropriations
act, there are appropriated from the General Fund such sums as may be required to pay the principal
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of and interest on tax and revenue anticipation notesincluding notesin the form of commercial paper
(hereinafter collectively referred to as short-term notes), together with any costs or obligations
relating to the issuance thereof or contracts related thereto, according to the terms set forth herein.
Provided further that, to the extent that short-term notes are issued for cash flow management
purposes in connection with the Property Tax Relief Fund, there are appropriated from the Property
Tax Relief Fund such sums as may be required to pay the principal of those short-term notes.

46. The State Treasurer is authorized to issue short-term notes, which notes shall not constitute
agenera obligation of the State or adebt or aliability within the meaning of the State Constitution,
and the State Treasurer is authorized to pay any costs or obligations relating to the issuance of such
short-term notes or contracts relating thereto. Such short-term notes shall beissued in such amounts
and at such times as the State Treasurer shall deem necessary for the above stated purposes and for
the payment of related costs, and on such terms and conditions, sold in such manner and at such
prices, bearing interest at such fixed or variable rate or rates, renewable at such time or times, and
entitled to such security, and using such paying agents as shall be determined by the State Treasurer.
The State Treasurer is authorized to enter into such contracts and to take such other actions, al as
determined by the State Treasurer to be appropriate to carry out the above cash flow management
purposes. The State Treasurer shall give consideration to New Jersey-based vendorsin entering into
such contracts. Whenever the State Treasurer issues such short-term notes, the State Treasurer shall
report on each such issuance to the Chairman of the Senate Budget and A ppropriations Committee

and the Chairman of the Assembly Appropriations Committee.

47. The Tobacco Settlement Fund, created and established in the Department of the Treasury as
a separate non-lapsing fund pursuant to section 53 of P.L.1999, ¢.138, is reestablished and
continued. The unexpended balances at the end of the preceding fiscal year in the Tobacco
Settlement Fund are appropriated. The Tobacco Settlement Fund shall be the repository for
payments made by the tobacco manufacturers pursuant to the settlement agreement entered into by
the tobacco manufacturers and the State on November 23, 1998 that resolved the State's pending
claims againgt the tobacco industry and all other moneys, including interest earnings on balancesin
the fund, credited or transferred thereto from any other fund or source pursuant to law. Balancesin
the Tobacco Settlement Fund shall be deposited in such depositories as the State Treasurer may
select. Amountstransferred from the Tobacco Settlement Fund to the General Fund as anticipated
revenue shall be excluded when calculating deposits to the Surplus Revenue Fund pursuant to
P.L.1990, c.44 (C.52:9H-14 et seq.).

48. With respect to appropriations provided to various departments for services provided by the
Office of Information Technology, any change by the Office of Information Technology to their rate
structure that would affect the rates charged to the various State agencies for Office of Information
Technology services shall first be approved by the Director of the Division of Budget and

Accounting.
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49. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 29 of P.L.1983, ¢.303 (C.52:27H-88), or any law
or regulation to the contrary, interest earned in the current fiscal year on balancesin the Enterprise
Zone Assistance Fund, shall be credited to the General Fund.

50. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, funds may be
transferred from the State Disability Benefits Fund to the General Fund during the current fiscal
year, which transfer amount shall be based upon the actual receipt of revenuein the State Disability
Benefits Fund as shall be determined by the State Treasurer in consultation with the Commissioner
of Labor and Workforce Development, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of

Budget and Accounting.

51. Thereisappropriated $500,000 from the Casino Simulcasting Fund for transfer to the Casino

Revenue Fund.

52. Inal casesin which language authorizes the appropriation of additional receiptsnot to exceed
aspecific amount, and the specific amount isinsufficient to cover the amount due for fringe benefits
and indirect costs, there are appropriated from recei pts such additional amounts as are required to
fully cover the amount due for fringe benefits and indirect costs, subject to the approval of the

Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

53. Thereare appropriated, out of receiptsderived from any structured financing transaction, such
sums as may be necessary to satisfy any obligation incurred in connection with any structured
financing agreement, subject to the approva of the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting. Inaddition, there are appropriated such sumsas may be necessary to pay costsincurred
in connection with any proposed structured financing transaction, subject to the approval of the

Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

54. Notwithstanding the provisions of any departmental language or statute, no receiptsin excess
of those anticipated or appropriated as provided in the Departmental Revenue Statements
(BB-103's) in the budget submission for this fiscal year are available for expenditure until a
comprehensive expenditure plan is submitted to and approved by the Director of the Division of

Budget and Accounting.

55. Such sums as may be necessary are gppropriated or transferred from existing appropriations
for the purpose of promoting awareness to increase participation in programs that are administered

by the State subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

56. Thereare appropriated such additional sumsasmay be required to pay the amount of any civil
penalty imposed on a State officer, employee or custodian pursuant to section 12 of P.L.2001, ¢.404
(C.47:1A-11), as recommended by the Attorney General and as the Director of the Division of
Budget and Accounting shall determine.
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57. Receipts derived from the provision of copies and other materials related to compliance with
P.L.2001, c.404, are appropriated for the purpose of offsetting agency and departmental expenses
of complying with the public access law, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of

Budget and Accounting.

58. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, thereis appropriated
from the Universal Service Fund $72,616,000 for transfer to the General Fund as State revenue.

59. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 32 of P.L.2002, ¢.40 (C.52:9H-38) to the contrary,
revenues derived from the corporation business tax during the preceding fiscal year shall not be
credited to the "Corporation Business Tax Excess Revenue Fund" but shall be available as
undesignated funds in the General Fund except as are dedicated by Article VIII, Section I,
paragraph 6 of the State Constitution.

60. Any qualifying State aid or Grants-In-Aid appropriation, or part thereof, made from the
Genera Fund may be transferred and recorded as an appropriation from the Casino Revenue Fund,
as deemed necessary by the State Treasurer, in order that the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting may warrant the necessary payments, provided however, that the available unreserved,
undesignated fund balance in the Casino Revenue Fund, as determined by the State Treasurer, is

sufficient to support the expenditure.

61. Providing that the contributions made during the current fiscal year by the University of
Medicine and Dentistry of New Jersey and its affiliates to the University of Medicine and Dentistry
of New Jersey - Sdf Insurance Reserve Fund is equal to the amount established in a memorandum
of agreement between the Department of the Treasury and the University, and if after such amount
having been contributed, the receipts deposited within the University of Medicine and Dentistry of
New Jersey's Self Insurance Reserve Fund are insufficient to pay claims expenditures, there is
appropriated from the General Fund to the Self Insurance Reserve Fund such sums as may be
necessary to pay the remaining claims, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of

Budget and Accounting.

62. In addition to any amounts hereinabove appropriated to pay debt service on bonds, notes and
other obligations by the various independent authorities, payment of which is to be made by the
State subject to appropriation pursuant to a contract with the State Treasurer or pursuant to alease
with a State department, there is hereby appropriated such additional sums as the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting shall determine are required to pay all amounts due from the

State pursuant to such contracts or leases, as applicable.

63. Moniesappropriated pursuant to thisact to counties, municipalitiesor school districtsas State
grants or State Aid may, in addition to the uses specifically provided under this act, be used for
purposes of implementing best practices adopted by the New Jersey Domestic Security Preparedness
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Task Force.

64. If any law requires annual State funding, and if the amount of the funding in this act is
insufficient to meet the requirement, the statutory requirement shall be deemed to be suspended for

the current fiscal year to the extent that the funding is insufficient.

65. Such sums as may be required to initiate the implementation of information systems
development or modification during the current fiscal year to support fees, fines or other revenue
enhancements, or to initiate cost savings or budget efficiencies that are to be implemented during
the fiscal year ending June 30, 2010 and that are proposed in the Governor's Budget
Recommendation Document for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2010, shall be transferred between
appropriate accounts subject to the approva of the Director of the Division of Budget and

Accounting.

66. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, no funding shall be
provided by any program supported in part or in whole by State funding for erectile dysfunction
medications for individuals who are registered on New Jersey's Sex Offender Registry.

67. Due to opportunities for increased recoveries in the Department of Human Services,
unexpended balances carried forward are appropriated to the developmental centers in the
Department of Human Services, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget
and Accounting. For the purposes of the "State Appropriations Limitation Act,” P.L.1990, c.94
(C.52:9H-24 et seq.), the amounts carried forward in these accounts and amounts carried forward

in the State Employees Health Benefits accounts shall be deemed a"Base Y ear Appropriation.”

68. The amounts hereinabove appropriated for employee fringe benefitsin Inter-Departmental
Direct State Services and Grants-in-Aid; Department of Education State Aid; and Department of
the Treasury State Aid may be transferred between accounts for the same purposes, as the Director
of the Division of Budget and Accounting shall determine.

69. Notwithstanding the provisions of P.L.2000, c.12, or any law or regulation to the contrary,
funds may be transferred from the Tobacco Settlement Fund to the General Fund during this fiscal
year, which transfer amount shall be based upon the available balances in the Tobacco Settlement

Fund, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

70. Notwithstanding the provisions of sections 5 and 6 of P.L.1990, c.44 (C.52:9H-18 and
52:9H-19) or any law or regulation to the contrary, there may be transferred from the Surplus
Revenue Fund to the Genera Fund an amount up to the credit made to the Surplus Revenue Fund
during the 2008 fiscal year, but not in excess of $250,000,000, as revenue for general State
purposes, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.
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71. Notwithstanding the provisions of P.L.2004, ¢.68 (C.34:1B-21.16 et seq.) or any law or
regulation to the contrary, funds remaining in the Dedicated Cigarette Tax Revenue Fund at the end
of the current fiscal year are appropriated from such fund for transfer to the General Fund as State

revenue.

72. Unless otherwise provided in this act, all unexpended balances at the end of the preceding
fiscal year that are appropriated by this act are appropriated for the same purpose.

73. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary and when not
restricted by any other State law or federal law, upon entering into a construction contract in excess
of $1,000,000, which is funded, in whole or in part by an appropriation under this act, the State
agency entering into the contract shall transfer an amount equal to one half of one percent (0.5%)
of the appropriated portion of such contract amount to the Department of Labor and Workforce
Development, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.
Such transferred funds are hereby appropriated to the Department of Labor and Workforce
Devel opment to provide on-the-job and/or off-the-job outreach and training programs for minorities
and women in the construction trades, including reimbursement to the Department of Labor and
Workforce Development for direct costs incurred in administering such programs as approved by
the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting. Such programs shall not be limited to the
term of the public works project and no part of the outreach and training funds shall be used to pay

the salary of any trainee.

74. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 14 of Article 3 of P.L.1944, ¢.112 (C.52:27B-23)
or any law or regulation to the contrary, copies of the budget message shall be made availableto the
State library, public libraries, newspapers and citizens of the State only through the State of New
Jersey website.

75. Notwithstanding the provisions of any law or regulation to the contrary, funds may be
transferred from the Surplus Revenue Fund to the Unempl oyment Compensation Fund in an amount
such that it will not be necessary to increase the rate of tax contributions for Unemployment
Insurance for FY 2010, the amount of such transfer to be determined by the State Treasurer in
consultation with the Commissioner of Labor and Workforce Development subject to the approval

of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

76. There are appropriated such sums as are necessary, not to exceed $1,000,000, to fund costs
incurred by the State, including attorneys costs, in connection with arbitration/litigation relating to
claims by participating tobacco manufacturers that they are entitled to reductions in payments they
make under the Tobacco Master Settlement Agreement, subject to the approval of the Director of

the Division of Budget and Accounting.

77. The Commissioners of the Departments of Human Services and Health and Senior Services
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and the State Treasurer shall prepare and provide a report to the Assembly Budget Committee and
the Senate Budget and Appropriations Committee by April 1, 2009 regarding the feasibility, costs,
advantages, disadvantages and steps which would be required to consolidate the State's client-
oriented Medicaid programs into one department. The report shall not include consideration of

consolidating the Department of Law and Public Safety's Medicaid Fraud Control Unit.

78. The Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting is empowered and it shall be the
director's duty in the disbursement of funds for payment of expenses classified as debt service, to
credit or transfer among the various departments, as applicable, out of funds appropriated or credited
thereto for debt service payments, such sumsas may be required to cover the costs of such payment
attributable to debt service or to reimburse the various departments for reductions made
representing Statewide savings resulting from bond retirements or defeasances in debt service
accounts, as the director shall determine. If the director consents to the transfer, the amount
transferred shall be credited by the director to the designated item of appropriation and notice thereof
shall be provided to the L egidative Budget and Finance Officer on the effective date of the approved

transfer.

79. Thisact shall take effect July 1, 2008.
